'Fading Away' 


A high-ranking U.S. official in 


Tokyo — a listening post to the 
Asian Communist world — has 
suggested that perhaps "a grad- 
ual fading away," and not full- 
dress negotiations such as a 
new Geneva conference, may be 
the most likely manner in which 
the war will end.

world's champion spacewalker 
declared Wednesday his stroll in 
orbit went without a hitch, but 
he expressed concern over the 
failure of four maneuvering jets 
on Gemini 12. 


"This is not a small prob- 


lem," Air Force Lt. Col. Edwin 
E Buzz Aldrin Jr., said as he 
told a news conference about 
the fact four of 16 thrusters on 
the spaceship failed. 


He said a board of inquiry 


would be formed to find out 
"everything possible we can 
about why some of these 
thrusters haven't been behaving 
the way they should." Some 
other Gemini flights had similar 
problems. 


'Quite Frustrating' 


His flying partner, Navy Capt. 


James A. Lovell Jr., earlier had 
said the problem "really got to 
be quite frustrating. I got mad 
at it occasionally btcauw ! 


couldn't do anything. Every 
time I wanted to do something, 
I'd always roll" 


The'16 small jets, or rockets, 
that ring the spaceship are fired 
in various combinations to steer 
the vehicle in the direction 
desired

"Golden slipper" foot restraints, 
to do a series of simple tasks. 


"Things went quite a fait 


smoother than I had actually 
thought it would. We didn't run 
into a single problem that gave 
us any particular trouble. I 
think we learned the great value 
of a restraint system," Aldrin 
said. 


"We had to fix the body in a 


position where we then could 
devote our entire effort to the 
task at hand." 


Aldrin did not encounter the 


fatigue problem astronauts be- 
fore him did. ; 


'I Don't Know' 


"I think we migHt want to 


look into this a little bit and find 


out what causes it," he explain- 
ed. "While I was rubbing my 
fingers together, I could notice 
in the dark, a very faint glow 
between my fingers." 


Asked later about what might 


have caused it, he said: "Rub- 
ber surface gloves — I don't 
know." 


During a swift rendezvous 


with an Agena rocket the first 
night in space, Lovell said, their 
radar failed. 


"Buzz noticed that the compu- 


ter wasn't giving any change of 
range," Lovell said, noting that 
at the time the spacecraft 
began to close in on the Gena, 
the radar was supposed to feed 
the computer the distance left 
between the two vehicles 


"I looked down at me little 


green light that tells us that we 
had radar lock on and it was 
off," he said.

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The First Thanksgiving 


But hear I cannot but stay and make 


e pause, end stand half amased at this 
foore peoples presente condition; and so I 
thinke vM the reader too, when he well 
considers the same. Being thus passed 
the vast ocean, and a sea of troubles before 
in their preparation, they had now no 
friends to wellcome them, nor inns to en- 
tertaine or refresh their weatherbeaten 
bodys, nor houses or much less townes to 
repaire too, to seeke for succoure. . . And 
for tfc« season it was winter, and they that 
know the winters of that cuntrie know 
them to be sharp and violent, and subjecte 
to cruell and fetrce stormes, deangerous 
to trawll to known places, much more to 
scorch an unknown coast. Besids, what 
could they see but a hidious and desolate 
tptlderness, futt of willd beasts and willd 
men? 
For summer being done, all 


things stand upon them with a weather- 
beaten face; and the whole cuntrie, futt of 
woods and thickets, represented a willd and 
towage heiw. If they looked behind them, 
fher was the mighty ocean which they had 
passed and was now as a maine barr and 
goulfe to seperate them from all the civill 
parts of the world 


There continues to be controversy over 


who first landed on the shores of North 
America. But thanks to William Bradford's 
extensive and highly readable history of 
Plymouth Plantation, we have ample 
description of the trials of those who later 
came to be called the Pilgrims and who 
celebrated the First Thanksgiving. What 
was the motive that prompted these people 
to find themselves at last as Bradford so 
well describes, on the 
shores of a 


wilderness? 


Actually most of them were no longer 


being persecuted for their religion. They 
had left England and Bishop Laud but in 
Holland they were permitted to hold 
services as they liked. But — they didn't 
like some of the customs of their adopted 
country. But — they were separated from 
some of their friends still in England. But 
— they had a dream of something new, 
something beyond, something richer and 


finer. Wrote Bradford, "but they knew 
they were pilgrims and looked not much 
on these things, they lifted their eyes to 
the heavens, their dearest country, and 
quieted their spirits." 


The wilderness fulfilled all the horrors 


they had imagined that first winter. There 
were the savages to fear although they 
kept to the forest for the most part. But 
there was hunger and the cold and 
sickness. 


Write it on iron, 
Write it on iron and New England 


rock, 


The story of those four months when 


they built the town. 


For they built it with tft« dying 


and the dead. 


They built it upon the bones of 


fourteen women 


Who had come for life, not 


death . . . 


And when tt was done, 


There were four living women 


out of eighteen, 


The colony cut in half, four 


households wiped out. . . 


So wrote Stephen Vincent Benet in 


Western Star. But the 
handful who 


remained of those who had landed from 
the Mayflower replanted the Indian corn, 
built better homes for the next winter, 
took in the orphaned children and the 
widows. 


And the nest fall, 
they had a 


Thanksgiving. 


It was not the way we picture it today. 


Bradford makes little of the event noting 
only that "the Lord sent them such 
seasonable showers, with enterchange of 
faire warme weather, as, through his 
blessing caused a fruitful 
and liberall 


harvest, to their no small comforte and 
rejoycing. For which mercie (in time 
conveniente) they also sett aparte a day of 
thanksgiving." 
, 


Determination, 
courage and perhaps 


above all the humility to give thanks for 
what may now seem to be small favour 
indeed, these were the contributions of the 
Pilgrims which are implicit hi Thanksgiv- 
ing Day. 


Wilkins Returns to Mississippi 


There has been concern, and some of it 


well grounded, that reaction to city 
violence and some Negro extremism means 
a considerable "white backlash" which will 
show itself not only in elections but in a 
slow-down of efforts to achieve equality 
for all races. But a recent trip by Roy 
Wilkins, head of the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored People^ to 
some racially tense areas of Mississippi 
Indicates that the changes in the South 
may be monumental. 


Four years ago Wiltons was arrested in 


Jackson, Mississippi, because he tried to 
get service in a restaurant open to whites 
only. But on this trip Wilkins had no 
trouble either in getting meal service or 
accommodations. Although there are obvi- 
ously many still dedicated white segrega- 
tionists in Mississippi, they left Wilkins 
strictly alone. 


Of even greater impact was the 


welcome Wilkins received. In one city, the 
Mayor appeared at a rally for Wilkins and 
even joined the Negroes in singing "We 
Shall Overcome." In another city where 
White Citizens Councils had been influen- 


tial in the past, there was no open 
opposition to a large rally and the white 
Mayor invited Wilkins to call on him. 
White businessmen reportedly gave assur- 
ances of more Negro employment and 
while "whites didn't come out in great 
numbers," according to Wilkins, "some did 
show up at the meetings and we talked 
with others." 


Of 
course WilMns is 
undoubtedly 


considered the far lesser of the evils 
stemming from racial unrest to many 
white moderates in the south. He criticizes 
black power demands and generally has 
taken a more moderate approach 
to 


improving racial relations 
than 
more 


militant civil rights leaders. If the greeting 
given Wilkins by southern whites is not 
exactly enthusiastic or even sincere, it 
nevertheless did occur. And there obvious- 
ly has been progress when a Negro leader 
can be so greeted without bombs being 
tossed or riots organized. 


It is ironic that it is probably not so 


much WilMns' moderate stands so much as 
the militant ones of some of his opponents 
that have changed attitudes toward him.

American countries Meanwhile, in many 
other areas of the world, people barely 
exist on minimal diets. 


Add to the growing hunger problem 


the 
growing 
rate 
of 
disease, 
slum 


conditions, 
the 
refugees

largest 


number since the end of World War H) 
and the still great number of displaced 
persons and you have a full size problem 
fraught with shattering possibilities. 


Three great faiths, the Protestants,

attention to these needy around the world 
and are offering assistance in the form of 
food, clothing, shelter and other important 
aid. These are the Protestant "Share Our

In response to questions, the 


Defense Department attributed 
the weapons deficit to "in- 
creased unit activations and 
concurrent increases in the 
training base requirements." 
The Army has been training 
men at a rate of about 50,000 a 
month, with a net monthly gain 
of 20,000 to 25,000.

— Every new soldier has been

can Party, the most disquieting 
aspect of the Nov. 8 election 
was the fact that the four-year- 
old state Conservative Party 
has tasted its first congressional 
blood. 


It occurred in the Hudson 


Valley, a former Republican 
stronghold whose congressional 
seat was captured in the 1964 
Goldwater debacle by Democrat 
John Dow. After identifying 
himself with the peacenik New 
Left in Congress the past two 
years, Dow was thought a sure 
loser to moderate Republican 
Louis Mills this year. His 
salvation came from an unex- 
pected sector: the Goldwaterite 
Conservative Party. 


Mills lost to Dow by a scant 


4,294 
But the 
Conservative 


candidate 
picked 
up 13,308 


votes. Presuming that most of 
these would normally go to the 
Republicans, the Conservative 
vote for the first time has 
meant the difference between 
victory and defeat for a Repub- 
lican congressional candidate. 


Indeed, the Conservative Par- 


ty, so despised by Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller and his lieutenants 
at its birth in 1962, is helping 
force the once mighty New 
York Republican Party to its 
knees. 


Dems Control Legislature 
In this year of Republican 


success across the country, the 
Democrats maintained control 
of the New York Legislature 
and kept all seven congressional 
seats picked up in here in 1964. 
Rockefeller's own third term 
triumph was possible only be- 
cause 
of an underfinanced, 


disorganized campaign by a 
divided state Democratic Parly. 


This may mean the New York 


Republicans are rapidly ap- 
proaching the dilemma planned 
for them since 1962 by Ihe 
Conservatives. They can either 
continue to decline when toe 
Conservative Party grows, or 
else make peace with the 
Conservatives by moving to the 
right. The latter course proba- 
bly would doom the Republican 
Party to permanent minority 
status in liberal New York, but 
that would not at all trouble the 
Conservative ideologues. 


Chairmen Worried 


In light of these prospects, 


there was no post-election jubi- 
lation among Republican lead- 
ers here following Rockefeller's 
re-election. State Chairman Carl 
Spad has been meeting in his

with worried 


county chairmen. When Rocke- 
feller returns -from his Puerto 
Rico vacation, he will call a top 
strategy session of his political 
high command. 


One decision from that meet- 


ing will be to stress the

Rockefeller adniinistration in 
response to what the governor's 
top political advisers acknowl- 
edge to be a rightward trend 
among the state's Republican 
voters. 


But mere public

checking or savings accounts, 
stocks, bonds, etc.) the biggest 
single chunk of it, 48 per cent, 
is in your car, and the next 
single biggest chunk, 34 per 
cent, is in savings accounts or 
other liquid assets. If you have 
between $5,000 and $10,000 in 
wealth, 
the 
biggest 
single 


chunk, 59 per cent, is in your 
home and the next biggest, 17 
per cent, is in savings accounts 
or other liquid assets. If you 
have between $10,000 and $25,000 
the biggest, 16 per cent, is in 
liquid assets. 


But the very rich, with wealth 


in the $500.000 and over range, 
have only tiny fractions in such 
obvious forms of wealth. They 
may have a half dozen or more 
cars, but the proportion of their 
wealth Involved is so small that 
the Federal Reserve Board puts 
an asterisk next to this asset 
(meaning it amounts to less 
than % of "one per cent) They 
may own a half dozen palatial 
estates, but the proportion of 
their wealth in these homes 
comes to a picayune 4 per cent,

SAIGON, South Viet Nam 


(AP) — No decision has been 
made to move American com- 
bat forces into Viet Nam's fer- 
tile, heavily populated Mekong 
River delta, a high U S. military 
official said Wednesday. 


He said there are "contingen- 


cy plans" for such movement 
and the action will be taken if it 
is decided U.S. troops are need- 
ed and if the manpower is avail- 
able. 


There have been widespread 


reports in recent weeks that 
American troops soon will be 
moved into the delta area, the 
only portion of Viet Nam where 
US. soldiers are not carrying 
en a major share of the fighting. 
The Vietnamese commander of 
the 4th Corps Area, of which the 
delta is part, was transferred 
last week, reviving speculation 
that 
the 
way 
was 
being 


prepared for the introduction of 
American forces. 


Difference of Opinion 


The American official said 


there was no reluctance on the 
part of the Vietnamese govern- 
ment to having U.S. troops into 
the delta, but he noted there had 
been differences of opinion in 
Washington and Saigon on the 
wisdom of such a move. 


Some quarters feel the delta 


should be left to the Vietnamese 
for the prestige and so that they 
would be fighting their own war. 


It also is feared that a stepup 


in major operations in the delta 
might result in high civilian 
casualties because more than 
half of South Viet Nam's 15 mil- 
lion people live there Questions 
also have been raised about the 
reaction of the population to the 
presence of large numbers of 
American troops 


The US. official said, how- 


ever, the largest enemy guerril- 
la force in the country is con- 
centrated in the delta and there 
recently has been an increase hi 
attacks on isolated outposts and 
towns. American ground forces 
have earned out operations on 
the fringes of the delta and 
there are U S. advisers and heli- 
copter units stationed there. 
South Viet Nam Jias three divi- 
sions stationed in the delta.

Sun's Rays Hit 


Ramses' Crown 
InAbuSimbel 


Years of Planning 
Succeed in Moving 
Of Egyptian Shrine 


BY YOUSSEF SHENOUDA 


CAIRO (AP) — As dawn 


spread over the desert, rays of 
the sun slid across the ceiling of 
a great temple, slipped through 
its long corridors into an inner 
sanctuary, then fit the crown of 
the Pharaoh King Ramses. 


"It struck the crown! It did!" 


someone shouted from inside 
the temple. Outside, a tense 
grouo of archeoloeists. engi- 
neers and laborers exploded 
with elated cheers. 


Thus they learned one morn- 


ing last month that years of 
planning and work and invest- 
ment of millions of dollars, had 
achieved an important success. 
They had dismantled, moved 
and reassembled the colossal 
twin temple of Abu Simbel so 
exactly that the sun's rays pen- 
etrated the inner sanctum just 
as they did when the temples 
were built 3,200 years ago. 


Threatened by Dam 


The priceless monuments had 


been threatened by the waters 
of an Immense lake slowly ris- 
ing behind the United Arab Re- 
public's Aswan Dam. Five Eu- 
ropean nations formed a con- 
sortium two years ago to sal- 
vage the temples, and the Unit- 
ed States and the United Arab 
Republic agreed to pay the ma- 
jor part of the estimated $36 
million cost. 


It was one of the century's 


most daring projects—to cut the 
temples apart and reconstruct 
the huge structures on a pro- 
montory overlooking Lake Nas- 
ser along the same astronomi- 
cal angles used by the ancient 
Egyptians. 


Egyptologists say the temples 


were designed and their site 
selected by means of precise 
calculations by engineers of the 
Pharaohs so that the sun would 
illuminate the inner sanctuary 
twice a year — in late February 
and early October. 


Four Gods 


Only then did the light pass 


from the main hall of King 
Ramses' temple, dedicated to 
the worship of four gods, into 
the 
queen's 
temple, 
where 


Pharaohs once worshipped the 
goddess Hathor, and on into the 
sanctuary to settle on Ramses' 
crown and on three other promi- 
nent gods. 


The phenomenon was said to 


mark the occurrence of memo- 
rable events. Ramses was born 
early in October 
and 
was 


crowned king late in February. 


For the men who eagerly as- 


sembled in the darkness around 
the temples on that morning 
last month, the first rays of the 
sun 
brought 
the 
thrill 
of 


watching Abu Simbel maintain 
a legend that has seized the im- 
agination of men throughout the 
centuries.
